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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's argue Kaneko detection level (5) is not determined by calculating the emitting power of the laser 
light. However, level (5) is determined by corresponding reproduction level (page 6, lines 18-19) and the reproduction level is 
corresponding to the reproduciton mode signal (2) which a signal during data reproducition (page 6, lines 14-115), after the level (5) is 
predetemined by receiving the reproduction mode signal (2), which the laser diode is regulated to the output power durig reproduction the 
detection level is compared to level (5) and level (3) to detect any abnormal signals (defiencies) (page 7, lines 3-12). Also claim 1 does 
not discloses "variable value," therefore, is moot. The claim discloses " a threshold value determined by calculating a value of the emitting 
power of the laser light source adjusted by the power adjusting section," not "variable value of emitted light." Claims 1-12 are not 
patentable in view of Kaneko. 
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
